(3)  As  Resident  Surgeon  in  the  Western  Infirmary 
with  Professor  Sir  Hector  Cameron  during  the  winter 
of  1902-03. 

(4)  As  Clinical  Assistant  in  the  Glasgow  Ear  Hospital 
for  6 months  in  1903. 

(5)  Attending  post  graduate  courses  on  the  Continent 
during  [904.  First  in  Zurich,  where  I attended  the 
clinique  of  Dr.  Rohrer  (Docent  der  Ohrenheilkunde  an 
der  Universitat  Zurich),  afterwards  in  Vienna  taking 
practical  courses,  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  surgical 
branches  of  the  profession — Otology  with  Hofrat  Pro- 
fessor Politzer,  Laryngology  with  Professor  Chiari, 
Laryngology  and  Rhinology  with  Docent  Koschier,  Docent 
Gersuny  and  Docent  Hajek.  I was  assistant  to  the 
latter  for  4 months  in  the  Franz- Joseph  Ambulatorium. 

(6)  On  returning  to  this  Country  at  the  beginning  of 
1905,  I spent  several  months  in  England,  first  in 
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Manchester  assisting  in  the  Surgical  practice  of  Dr. 
Milligan,  then  in  London,  where  1 acted  as  clinical  assistant 
at  the  London  Throat  Hospital  ; at  the  same  time  I 
attended  the  cliniques  of  leading  surgeons  and  specialists 
in  the  Metropolis. 

(7)  Since  returning  to  Glasgow,  1 8 months  ago,  I have 
been  assistant  to  the  Lecturer  on  Diseases  of  the  Ear, 
Glasgow  University,  and  in  this  capacity  have  regularly 
taken  part  in  the  practical  instruction  of  students  in  the 
Dispensary.  I have  also  held  the  post  of  assistant 
surgeon  to  the  Glasgow  Hospital  for  diseases  of  the  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat,  the  work  of  which  is  chiefly  of  a 
surgical  character. 

It  need  scarcely  be  mentioned  that  I have  had  all 
along  the  advantage  of  my  father’s  guidance  and  training, 
and  have  frequently  assisted  him  at  the  Aural  Dispensary 
in  the  Western  Infirmary,  occasionally  also  acting 
unofficially  for  him  there,  during  his  absence  on  holiday. 

Appended  is  a list  of  a few  papers  on  Surgical  subjects 
read  by  me  before  various  Medical  Societies,  both  in 
this  city  and  in  England.
